All profits must be taxed equally 


If this country is going to have an income tax law, then 
all profits must be taxed, and taxed fairly. We do not 
object to the payment of “patronage dividends” out of 
profits after income tax has been paid. But we do 
object to the recommendation that patronage dividends 
be classed as an ordinary expense of doing business. 
“Patronage dividends” must be placed in the same 


category as the dividends from any privately owned 
business. 


Revision of The Income War Tax Act, fmsofar as f 
concerns Co-operatives, will come before the current 
Session of Parliament. It is of wtmost importance 
that such revisions shall bring tax equality to all groups. 
We urge that the income tax payers of Canada insist 
that their elected representatives in the House of 
Commons see that the heavy burden of income tax 
is shared fairly by all.

It should be the right of 
every Canadian to trade as he desires. Our objective is to 
ensure that no section of business unloads its share of income

The death of Morris W. Wilson, presi- 
dent and managing director of The Royal 
Bank of Canada, brings to a close the career 
of a man who was not only Canada’s fore- 
most banker but who performed a great 
national war service as financial head of the 
British Supply Mission. His labors in this 
latter task, necessitating frequent journey- 
ings between Montreal and Washington, 


were arduous and undertaken with his usual 
conscientious zeal and doubtless contributed 
to his untimely death. 

Although a retiring man of great person- 
modesty, Mr. Wilson numbered among the 


al 


clients of his bank thousands of personal 
friends in whose regard he held a warm 
place. Indeed, he had a special gift for | 


friendship equal to his genius as a banker 
which was reflected in the rapid advance 
and development of the institution of which 
he was the head. 

In one respect Mr. Wilson's life was a 
curious paradox. For he coupled within him- 


self all those qualities of mind which char- 
acterize the great banker with those qual- 
ities of heart which bankers are not sup- 
posed to possess. 

He was at once a financial prodigy and 
a warm-hearted humanitarian.

No man possessed a more 
touch.

But when evidence is re- 
viewed by a higher court, or, in the case of 
capital crimes, by the department of justice, 
the written transcript cannot possibly repro- 
duce the inflections, the hesitations and the | 
emphases with which words and phrases are 
spoken and which frequently give the key 
to the accurate interpretation of them. 

It is entirely possible (and actual cases 
are recorded) that the answer of a witness 
written down may give an entirely different 


meaning to that conveyed by the actual 
words plus the inflection. 
A phonographic recording, on the other 


hand, gives a complete reproduction of every 
shade of tone and emphasis. 


It is possible, then, that this Edmonton 
experiment may have wide reypercussions on 
the processes of justice in Canada

The Flag-Making Spree 


Some 2500 designs for a Canadian flag 
have cluttered up the table of the special 
flag committee at Ottawa. Flag- making 
seems to have become something of a nation- 
wide hobby, naturally engaged in chiefly 
by people who have weird ideas, artistic 
impulses, sectional yearnings, plenty of time | 
—and perhaps in some cases a lively gift of 
Sarcasm. 

The trouble of the committee, which has 
had to work through this heap of strange 
and wonderful suggestions, can be imagined; 
and the hot debates which may follow in par- 
liament can be envisioned. On the average 
every member of the House of Commons has 


ten constifuents among the competitors, 
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every one of whom expects his local repre- 
sentative to champion his particular entry. 

The committee has finally eliminated alll 
these masterpieces save five. Which means 
that 2455 artists have had their offerings 
turned down, and four more are to share 
their fate. All of them will be more or less 
mad about it. In fact the whole 2500 may 
be hot when the selection is finally made, for 
the distracted Commoners may throw out 
the entire issue and adopt some pattern of 
their own, 

But there isn't any sympathy coming to 
the harrassed committeemen or the mem- 
bers in general.

They'll Try Again 


weeks ago the foreign ministers o 
Russia, the United tates, Britain Ao 
France met at Paris, where they hawe been 
holding daily sessions ever since. They were 
accompanied by large staffs of experts, had 
all available information at their disposal, 
and were in easy and constant communica- 
tion with their governments. 


The purpose of the meeting was to decide 
upon the lines to be followed in drawing up 
peace treaties with the Axis powers in Eur- 
ope, the finishing touches to be made and 
the treaties signed at a full conference of 
Allied and Axis representatives later on. 


After four weeks of debate the ministers 
are to take time out until June 15th, when 
they will meet again. They have not drafted 
any treaties. They have not reached agree- 
ment on terms to be submitted to either the 
chief Axis powers or the satellites. Bearing 
in mind the purpose for which they met, the 
gathering has not been a success. 

But to say nothing has been accomplished 
would be to under-rate the importance of 
better understanding why this preliminary 
meeting was necessary. At least it has 
shown that had the peace conference been 
called without this Big Four get-together, 
pandemonium would have reigned in the 
assembly, The ministers know now, and so 
do their governments, where, cleavages 
exist, therefore where to seek harmony in 
advance if the conference is to be other than 
a wordy repetition of the war. 


Peace with the enemy states will have 
to be either dictated or negotiated. Recalling 
what happened after the First Great War, 
a Gictated peace is the only kind upon which 
to base confidence in future world security. 
But the Allies cannot dictate peace when the 
conference meets unless they agree before- 
hand on what terms they are going to lay 
down.

Whether they can so agree when the 
ministers meet again in June will decide 
whether the conference is to be held this 
year or further delayed. None of the Allies 
has shown a desire to invite the Nazis and 
Fascists to sit in and ‘‘negotiate’’ terms to 
prevent some future Nazi-Fascist resur-| 
gence.
